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PRIME CONTRACT AWARDS 
FISCAL YEAR 1974 



Department of Defense military prime contracts for research and 
development, services, construction, and supplies and equipment awarded 
to United States Contractors totaled $34, 357 million during Fiscal Year 
1974, ^2, 730 million more than in Fiscal Year 1973. Increased awards 
for Aerospace, Ships, and Petroleum dominated by large contractors, 
resulted in 69. 9% of the U. S. total being awarded to the 100 contractors 
which together with their subsidiaries received the largest dollar volume 
of military prime contracts of $10, 000 or more. 

The top 100 companies received $24. 0 billion in defense prime contracts 
during Fiscal Year 1974 or 69. 9% of the $34. 4 billion total awarded to all 
U. S. companies. In Fiscal Year 1973 the top 100 companies received $21. 7 
billion or 68. 6% of the volume of awards placed with all U. S. contractors. 
The table which follows show that the first five contractors on the top 
100 list received 20. 5% of all awards given to U. S. contractors in Fiscal 
Year 1974.

Of the 85 contractors appearing on the list in both Fiscal Year 1973 
and Fiscal Year 1974, 37 bettered their position, 47 were in a lower 
position and 1 showed no change. Companies are considered as appearing on 
the list in both years despite mergers, acquisitions, divestitures and 
name changes if a major component of a newly constituted company or the 
newly constituted company itself made the list as a component of a company 
in the top 100 in the prior year. 

The dollar volume of DoD prime contracts awarded to the General 
Dynamics Corp. increased by $1,146 million over Fiscal Year 1973. This 
was the largest dollar change occur ing and moved this company up in rank 
from ninth position in Fiscal Year 1973 to first place in Fiscal Year 1974. 
Other companies with major dollar volume increases were: Litton Industries, 
Inc. , United Aircraft Corp. , Hughes Aircraft Co. , Chrysler Corp. , and 
F M C Corp. contract awards to Litton Industries, Inc. which went from 
sixteenth place to seventh place increased by more than $500 million while 
each of the other listed companies increased by more than $200 million. 
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In addition to General Dynamics and Litton Industries, Inc. , other 
companies with major position changes were: Gulf Oil Corp. which went 
from 85th place to 39th place; Amerada Hess Corp. from 89th to 43rd; 
Shell Oil Co. from 100th to 59th; Atlantic Richfield from 90th to 53rd; 
Chamberlain Mfg. Co. from 94th to 58th; Asiatic Petroleum Corp. 43rd to 
85th; National Presto Industries, Inc. from 49th to 88th; and Uniroyal, Inc. 
from 61st to 99th. 

Other changes concerning companies on the Fiscal Year 1974 list were: 
the acquisition by Rockwell International Corp. of Collins Radio Co. : 
name changes for Harris Intertype Corp. now Harris Corp. ; Thiokol Chemical 
Corp. now Thiokol Corp. ; and I C I America now I C I United States, Lie. 

Although the contract work of many companies on the list include more 
than one procurement category, each company has been assigned in the 
following table to the procurement category that accounts for its largest 
dollar volume of defense awards. For example, International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. is a multi- industry company producing electronic and 
communications equipment and industrial and consumer products. For this 
table it is assigned to "Electronics, " the procurement category accounting 
for it largest dollar volume of DoD contract awards. On this basis 
"Aircraft" companies decreased by four from Fiscal Year 1973 to Fiscal 
Year 1974 while companies engaged in "Tank Automotive" increased by 
three.

During Fiscal Year 1974, six companies received military prime contract 
awards of $1 billion or more. Of the companies in this Group, General 
Dynamics Corp. showed the most significant change from last year moving 
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up from ninth to first position. The six companies and a brief description 
of their work being performed for the DoD are as follows: 

General Dynamics Corp. , in ninth place last year heads the list this 
year with $1, 853 million, or 5. 4% of the total. This was an increase of 
$1,146 million from Fiscal Year 1973. The company received awards for 
ships, aircraft and missiles. Major contracts were for nuclear submarines, 
the F-lll aircraft, the Standard Arm Missile and the Trident missile system. 

Lockheed Aircraft Corp. , which had led the list of top 100 contractors 
for the past five years dropped to second place. Awards during Fiscal Year 
1974 totaled $1, 464 million or 4. 3% of total compared to $1, 659 million and 
5. 3% during Fiscal Year 1973. Major contracts were for the S-3 Viking 
aircraft and the Trident and Poseidon missiles. 

McDonnell Douglas Corp. , in fourth place last year moved to third 
position this year as the volume of contracts awarded rose by $166 million. 
Total awards received by this company during Fiscal Year 1974 amounted 
to $1, 309 million or 3. 8% of total. In Fiscal Year 1973 awards totaled 
$1,143 million or 3. 6% of total. The major aircraft contracts for this company 
continue to be for the F-15 Eagle and the F-4 Phantom. 

United Aircraft Corp. , in eighth place last year moved to fourth place 
during Fiscal Year 1974, receiving $1, 212 million or 3. 5% of total compared 
to $741 million or 2. 3% during Fiscal Year 1973. Major contract awards 
were for aircraft engines for the F-15 and F-lll aircraft. 

General Electric Co. , whose contracts totaled $1, 211 or 3. 5% of total, 
ranks fifth. This compares with $1, 416 million or 4 , 5% for last year when 
they were in second place. Nuclear reactors and aircraft engines were the 
major work of this company. Other activity included research and development 
on the B-l aircraft and work for the Minuteman missile. 

Boeing Co. , which occupied third place in Fiscal Year 1973 on a volume 
of $1, 229 million received awards totaling $1, 076 million in Fiscal Year 
1974 and moved down into sixth place. This Company's share, which 
amounted to 3. 9% last year dropped to 3. 1% during Fiscal Year 1974. Major 
defense contracts continue in missiles and aircraft. Missile programs include 
the Short Range Attack Missile (SRAM) and the Minuteman. Aircraft work 
included spares production for the B-52 Stratofortress bomber aircraft. 



Included in the overall U. S. Total are DoD contracts for the 
Civilian Health and Medical Program of the Uniformed Services 
(CHAMPUS). Although the volume of dollars representing CHAMPUS 
contracts have been included in the total for all U. S. Companies 
*"ie Contractors involved in this program, consisting of insurance 
companies and nonprofit organizations, have not been selected for 
the top 100 list although at least two (Blue Cross Association and 
Blue Shield of Florida) would qualify on the basis of total dollar 
volume.
